to it was very dangerous, by reafon of the rocks* 
which reach fo tar under water, being in

all the care he could,- he haftens home, and 
gives him a little of the liquor he had made, 
which by that time had got both body and fpi!

a fire, and warms fome of the faid liquor, 
and frefli butter, with which he waihes bis 
fores, fo lays him down again, giving him
